Deputy Sheriff Jonn Maloné, who accom- 
panied Shad White, the Texas depnty sher- 
iff and Capt. Tom L. Oglesby to Maverick 
County, Texas, returned home yesterday, 
and was seen iu Sheriff Kays's private office 
by a Times reporter. Malone’s story of 
how Oglesby was received at his old home, 
shows that he got more coddling at the 
hands of a few silly Los Angeles papers 
than he will ever receive again.

Yet it owes 
its origin to our Old North State—so 
eat in beginnings of many things. 
hautauqua was the Indian name of 
New Berne.

The World Toe Small for Criminals 


When we take into consideration the 
rapidity with which news is transmit- 
ted in this age of the world, and the 
facilities established for communica- 
tion with different countries, the 
world seems u very small affair indeed 
—a mere atom in the realms of infinite 
space. 

Before the era of railroads and 
steamships, or the invention of the 
telegraph, or the creation of the At- 
lantic cable, the line of separation be- 
tween different countries was very 
marked. Even our own continent, 
with’ its western portions separated 
from the more populous East by a 
vast untraversed wilderness, was re- 
garded as a territory so extended that 
it was improbable that American civ- 
ilization would ever subdue it, and 
much more improbable that it would 
ever occupy it. For a long period of 
years ulmost nothing was known of 
the country west of the Mississippi 
Valley. It was the terra incognita of 
the continent, as actually separated 
from the older States of the country as 
if divided by stormy seas. 

Years ago the desperado of the East 
—the guilty criminal who had outraged 
law. the man who had defied public 
sentiment, and trampled upon justice 
and public rights, who had wronged 
his neighbor or his family, could, if he 
succeeded in making his way to this 
coast, be as completely lost to the 
world familiar with his deeds as if he 
had been transferred to another planet. 
He could come and leave his past 
behind him without fear of ever being 
confronted with its avenging Nemesis. 
He could pass in any character he 
might desire without danger of dis- 
covery. A continent of space lay be- 
tween him and whatever wrong he 
might have committed, and there were 
no lightnings harnessed to bear the 
tidings across the inhabited wastes to 
the shores of the Pacific, and no iron 
rails laid which the avenger, or those 
cognizant of his deeds might traverse. 

The world then was a roomy place 
for the criminal of whatever stamp. It 
was full of solitary places, and isola- 
tion was not difficult ts find, if desired. 
A few hundred miles, even, placed one 
at a point of comparative safety. 
extended commercial relations of to- 
day were unknown. Business centers 
had narrow circles. Society was pro- 
vintial, and interests local, rather than 
universal. 

But today the criminal is nowhere 
safe. There is no hiding-place for 
crime. There is no evading the dis- 
grace which follows infamy. The tele- 
graph and the press will uncover it. 
The railroad and the steamship will 
bring those who are familiar with the 
deeds which the criminal may wish 
forgotten, and all his attempts at moral 
disguise will sooner or later be frus- 
trated. 

The ‘essential thing then in any 
enterprise is to be backed by an un- 
tarnished reputation, to have a char- 
acter that is above suspicion, an integ- 
rity of purpose that cannot be ques- 
tioned. 
Never was the old adage truer than 
in these days of constant travel and 
interchange, Honesty is the best 
policy.“ It is the only capital which 
will insure success. Honesty which 
arises merely from policy is not worth 
a great deal, yet it is a sort of counter- 
feit capital upon which many do busi- 
ness. The only genuine coin is that 
honesty which is based upon principle. 
Any other article is not to be relied 
upon. The counterfeit is at any time 
liable te be detected, particularly when 
within reach of temptation. 

The time has long since passed when 
California was a safe place for crimi- 
nals of every grade. There is no more 
dangerous spot in the country for the 
man with a “record” than Southern 
California. Therecare a thousand un- 
here 
among the people coming from all parts 
of the country and the world. <A care- 
less word dropped often serves a3 a 
clue to a long chain of evidence, and a 
thoughtless mention uncovers the guilt 
of a lifetime. Men whose past will 
not bear investigation do a foolish thing 
when they come to this section and 
pose as leaders, or as moulders of pub- 
lic sentiment. The public like to know 
who its leaders are. American inde- 


pendence is investigating in its 
habits, and it does not submit 
to being led blindly. Above 


all things it dislikes hypocrisy. It can 
forgive most any other sin against the 
community in one who sets himself up 
as an exemplar better than this. 

And it is not well for the man who 
betrays this public sentiment. The 
world is not big enough for him to run 
away from its condemnation when he 


does it. The East and the West can 


speak across the continent and make 
themselves heard. The Old World and 
the New can whisper across the seas, 
and no ocean is broad enough and no 
desert sufficiently wide to prevent the 
story of wrong-doing from traversing 
it, and from discovering the evil-doer 
no matter what disguise of uprightness 
he may puton.

Kansas City and Los Angeles. 


The Oakland Enquirer has always 
lodked with a jealous eye upon Los An- 
geles, and bas invariably sought to find 
some specious reason for its remarkable 
prosperity other than the true one. Its 
latest comment is as follows: 


A Los Angeles paper prints figures to 
show that the real estate sales in Los An- 
eles are now greater in amount than in 
ansas City. It is doubtful whether this is 
a thing to boast of, for, the differenee be- 
tween the sizes of the two cities being burne 


in mind,it proves a most unwholesome 


speculative excitement in Los Angeles. 
Not necessarily, by any means. It is 
rather an evidence of the vast influx of 
population and of capital into this sec- 
tion, and the solid and substantial in- 
ducements that Los Angeles has to 
offer tothe man of business and the 
home-seeker. 
Besides, the boom of Los Angeles is 
spread over a vastly larger territory 
than that of Kansas City. There the 
activity is confined to the city and its 
immediate surroundings. Little towns 
a dozen miles from Kansas City are as 
dead as a hammer, and farms which

rate as good, but which are outside the 
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The 


charmed circle of the boom, go a beg- 
ging at $50 an acre. Jackson county, 
in which Kansas City is located, can 
bear no comparison to Los Angeles 
county in attractiveness, value of 
products or rapidity of development. 
Because Los Angeles is thus maynifi- 
cently endowed and our activities are 
so generally distributed—because the 
country is growing as rapidly as the 
city—our boom is stronger and swifter 
than that of Kansas City, and, in the 
matter of real-estate sales, we overtake 
her and pass her by almost before she 
knows we are in the field as a rival.

Then there was the sensational case 
of old Jones, who poisoned five persons 
with rough-on-rats. THE TIMEs 
scooped the Express on that. The Ex- 
press ridiculed the story; but Jones is 
in San Quentin for his crime. 

There was also the Walter Moore 
scandal last fall. Tur TIMES scooped 
the Express on that, and the Express 
fairly howled over what it termed ‘‘ the 
infamous lie.“ One of the Express’s 
reporters forged and attempted to send 
a lying telegram concerning the Moore 
matter—which San Quentin document 
is now in the possession of this office. 

Right recently here was the Oglesby 
case. The truth told by Tue Tres 
was not relished by the Express, which 
eulogized the criminal in the most 
fulsome way, and told more fables 
about him than it has fingers and toes.

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—[By the Associated 


Press.] This afternoon, State’s Attorney

trial for the convicted boodlers. In doing 
so he stated that they had not yet the de- 
cency to hand in their resignations, and he 
demanded that they do so at once. It 
seems that the refusal on the part of the 
boodlers to resign may, under certain cir- 
cumstances, produce a deadlock that will 
prevent the levying of any taxes for the 
county.

A Family of Nine Persons Butchered 
—The Murderer Caught.

PRISONERS: PLAINTS. 


The Investigation Begun at 
Folsom. 


A Los Angeles Murderer Testifies 
Against Warden McComb. 


He Complains of Solitary Confinement 
and Lack of Food. 


President Boggs Declares the Investigation Illegal 
—Warden McComb Makes a Statement 
He Approves Solitary Confinement as a 
Humane Method of Punishment. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Fol. sou, Aug. 6.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The prison directors met this 
morning to begin investigation into the 
charge against the management of the Fel- 
som prison. All present except President 
Boggs. Director Sonntag suggested that 
the best way to begin the investigation was 
to hear a statement from each of the con- 
victs claiming to have been injured and 
brutally treated, then to make personal ex- 
aminations of the cells, and question each 
complaining convict. 

Director Filcher insisted that every fea- 
ture of the management of the institution 
should be subject of inquiry. The reporter, 
to whom he told the story, had exaggerated 
the truth of his statements. He proposed 
to stand by his statements, and to push the 
investigation to an issue. 

GETTING DOWN TO BUSINESS. 

Mr. Devlin, after considerable discussion, 
moved to proceed to the investigation of 
the affairs of the prison, so far as solitary 
confinement and the treatment of prisoners 
was concerned. He —— also that 
they proceed to inquire into the most 
serious charge, that in which the public 
finds t interest, namely, the alleged 
brutality to prisoners. 

cher: Does that strike you as fair,

Warden McComb: Certainly.“ 
Mr. Devlin: »We wish to merely in- 
quire. This is not an investigation with a 
view to dismissing the warden, or inter- 
fering in the management.” 
CONVICT HUNT’S STORY. 
Convict H. T. Hunt was the first witness 
called. He was convicted for killing a man 
in Los Angeles, and sentenced for life. He 
told his story. He had been nineteen 
months in solitary confinement. He had 
been six months in his cell. He could not 
tell why he was put in the solitary cell. 
Five months ago he was ordered by the. 
doctor to have only two meals a day instead 
of three. He got a meal once a day for two 
months. A year ago he had the privilege 
to bathe, but for ten months thereafter had 
no chance to bathe. Since the 11th of last 
month he was allowed to bathe every day 
and have clean clothes every week. Con- 
victs do not get underwear. The dungeon 
cell is 71¢x8 feet, and 8 feet high. The bed 
consists of a barley straw mattress. There 
are two blankets allowed in winter and 
twoinsummer. The solitary cell is about 
the same as the other cells, except that they 
put a little piece of iron with small holes 
over the ventilator in the rear. He said he 
could not read in the solitary cell. Nopun- 
ishment had been inflicted except solitary 
confinement. Hunt is 60 years old. He 
saw the warden today for the first time in 
twenty-five months. He was in jail once 
before, for shooting a man. Didn’t kill 
him, but wished to God he had. Was in 
jail only twenty-four hours. Had a knife 
n his cell an inch and a half long for three 
months. He found itin the mattress. Re- 
ae the medical treatment, Hunt testi- 
ed that he had sent for medicine seven or 
eizht times, at night, and did not get any. 
He was satisfied with his treatment now. 
Gets mutten chops and roast beef alter- 
nately. 
A letter arrived during the afternoon from 
Chairman Boggs, dated at Sacramento. and 
in it he claimed that today’s meeting was 
illegal. 
WARDEN M’COMB’S STATEMENT. 

Warden McComb’s statement was made 
to the directors in theevening. He said 
that solitary confinement had been adopted 
as a means of punishment because it was as 
effective and not as severe or degrading as 
othermeans. He considered Schmit wholly 
intractable, and thought that to place 
him out of the dungeon again would im- 
peril human life. The Warden’s statement 
was summed up in the declaration that soli- 
tary confinement is the most humane pun- 
ishment for refractory criminals that can be 
devised. The inquiry has caused much 
agitation and disquiet among the prisoners, 
and three extra men have been stationed at 
each guard-house to-night, he said.

education. 

It is believed by the managers of the 
Toledo schools that to all studenis, 
without regard to their plans for the 
future, the value of the training which 
they get by spending only eight or ten 
hours per week in shop work is amply 


- sufficient to justify the expense of ma- 


terials, tools and teachers. 

One great object of the school is to 
foster a higher appreciation of the 
value and dignity of intelligent labor, 
and the worth and respectability of the 
laboring man. A boy who sees noth- 
ing in manual labor but mere brute 
force despises both the labor and the 
laborer. With the acquisition of skill 
in himself comes the ability and the 
willingness to recognize skill in his 


___ fellows. When once he appreciates 


skill in handicraft he regards the work- 
man with sympathy and respect, 

In ‘a manual training-school tool 
work never decends tu drudgery. The

ally, as well as intellectually, y the 
same standards. 

All persons gain intellectually by 
their cont, bf ce in contact with things.

mpton stated that they did not as-

teach special trades. All the shop 
work is disciplinary, and while a 
. natural aptitude for certain 

inds of work is respected, yet each 
student is required to do the general 
work of the school, on the 8 
2 manual training shoul as 
broad ond as intellectual. Thus 
withost teaching any one trade, the 
essential mechanical principles of all 
are taught. Superintendent Compton 
said that the young men who finished 
the manual training course in their 
school were eagerly sought after by 
contractors and manufacturers as soon 
as they left school, and that the young 
men were in a position, when they fin- 
ished their course, to command first- 
_ Class salaries. 

As stated above, the combined course 
of instruction covers four years, and 
the school time of the pupil is about 
equally divided between mental and 
exercises. In the Toledo

The course of study, which embraces 
five parallel lines—three intellectual 


’ and two manual—is as follows: 


First—A course of pure mathematics, 
including arithmetic, algebra, geometry 
and plain 

nd course of science and ap-

mechanics, mensuration and book- 
keeping. 

Third A course in and 
literature, including grammar, 
spelling, composition, literature, his- 

and the elements of political 
science and economy 

Fourth—A course in nmanship and 
free-hand and mechanical drawing. 

Fifth—(1) A course of tool instruc- 
tion, including carpentering, wood- 
turning, forging, soldering, and bench 
and machine work in iron. (2) Instruc- 
tion in domestic economy, including 
cookery, garment cutting and making, 
clay modeling, wood carving, etc. 

Students have no option or election 
as to particular studies; each must con- 
form to the course as laid down and 
take every branch in its order. 

The school is divided into depart- 
ments, each being presided over by an 
instructor. The shop instruction is 
gree similarly to laboratory lectures. 

he instructor at the bench, machinery 
or anvil executes in the presence of the 
class the day’s lesson. When necessary 
the pupils make working drawings, and 
questions are asked and answered that 
allobscurities may be remoyed. The 
class then executes the task under the 
guidance of the teacher.

Neglected Opportunities—Responsi- 
ble Not Only for What We Are, But 
What We Might Have Been—A 
Plain Talk With a Friend.

NOTES, 

Matting is certainly one of the pleas- 
antest of floor coverings for summer. 
There is but one objection to it, and 
that is that even the best qualities of 
matting do not always put down 
nicely. Instead of lying perfectly 


- = gmooth the matting often bulges up 


from the floor in spots. The only way 
I have found to remedy this is, after 
putting the matting down as smoothly 
and firmly «as possible, to make a large 
flannel cloth very wet with hot water 
and spread it over the spot. Whenthe 
matting is thoroughly dampened re- 
move the flannel, lay several thick- 
nesses of dry cloth over the spot, and 
place asmooth board with a weight 
over the cl th. Let it remain several 
hours, and as a general thing the warp 
will shrink down so as to draw the mat- 
rfectly smooth.

L. E., Sparta, Ga.—A_ pincushion 
much seen on fashionable dressing- 
tables at present is the Pompadour, 
made to hang on the back of the table 
or bureau. Many ladies prefer this 
style, as being frequently more conven- 
ient than the old one. It consists of an 
ordinary cushion of muslin or drilling, 
stuffed with hair and inclosed in a bag 
of silk, satin or any preferred material. 
The bag is just wide enough to let the 
cushion gt in and about two inches 
longer; it is finished at the top with 
lace. After putting the cushion in, the 
upper part of the bag is tied together, 
just above the cushion, with a cord, 
overgwhich a ribbon is tied in a large 
bow. A loop of ribbon with a bow at 
one end is then fastened on to hang the 
cushion by. The outside cover or slip 
is sometimes made of different colored 
ribbons joined together with fancy 
stitches. Plain covers of solid color 
are very pretty, especially if ornament- 
ed with a monogram or initials, em- 
broidered or painted. 

Canning Fruit.— For canning small 
fruits a good rule is to allow one-third 
of a pound of sugar to a pound of fruit. 
Put water to the sugar, in the propor- 
tion of about a teacupful of water to 
each pound of sugar, make into a sirup 
and skim carefully. Add the fruit, let 
it boil ten minutes, and it will be ready 
for canning. For pears, peaches, gages. 
etc., allow about the same quantity of 
sugar as for raspberries; pie plant will 
need a full half — of sugar toa 
pound of stalk. eaches should he 
pases and can be canned whole or in 

alves; pears should be canned whole, 
and if dropped immediately into cold 
water when pared, will not turn black;

A LOOK AT A “BOOM.” 


California Development — Causes of 
New Growth. 
Corr. of the New York Evening Post. 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—For the 
last three years the Southern Califor- 
nia newspapers have been filled with 
8 accounts of material progress 

n that portion of the State. The 
latest issues of some of the more re- 
sponsible journals have now begun to 
deal with facts and figures, which in- 
dicate remarkable growth of the towns 
and rapid development of the country. 
The movement is locally known as a 
„boom.“ It certainly is that, but ap- 
pears to be something better and more 
stable than a boom.“ The truth is, 
that the climatic advantages of South- 
ern California have at last made it 
famous. Thousands of people have 
poured into the country because it 
afforded them a home where they were 
sure of a climate that would prolong 
their existence. It is the sudden adop- 
tion of Southern California by actual 
settlers that has brought about its 
rapid advancement. And the reason 
why the so-called ‘‘boom’’ has not col- 
lapsed is that people are still flocking 
to the sunlit valleys and to the cities 
that know no winter’s cold nor sum- 
mer’s heat. 

Improved communications have made 
this easy. Southern California is now 
the scené of active railroad building. 
A few years ago Los Angeles was 
dependent upon one railroad for com- 
munication with the East and points in 
California. San Diego was even worse 
off, with no railroad at all. The Santa 
Fé road has now reached Los Angeles 
and San Diego, and branches of the 
system have been built and are build- 
ing through all the most important 
valleys, forming a network of roads 
over the entire country. The Southern 
Pacific road has built a branch which 
connects Los Angeles with Santa 
Barbara, has erected new depot build- 
ings in Los Angeles, and is construct- 
ing a coast line towards San Diego. 
The railroads have been liberal pur- 
chasers of land and heavy subscribers 
to all new improvements. 


In itself, Southern California is a} 


region of many attractions and much 
worth. The soil is rich and highly pro- 
ductive, and the climate nearly per- 
fect. The country is the natural home 
of almost every vine, shrub and tree, 
and there is practically no winter. The 
only two seasons are the wet and dry 
ones; the rains falling at intervals from 
November to April, and never during 
all the other months: In former = 
one of the great drawbacks to cultiva- 
tion of the soil was the lack of water. 
Now, however, the system of irriga- 
tion has been brought to such a state 
that the question is no longer 
troublesome. The mountains are full 
of streams, and these, being brought 
to reservoirs, supply the demand of 
the farmers. The picturesque features 
of Southern California are familiar. 
The country bears close resemblance to 
parts of Southern France, and isa land 
of extended views and bright-colored 
flowers. As cultivation increases the 
valleys gain in beauty. Many that 
once were bare and sandy are now 
veritable gardens, with villages set in 
the midst of orange groves and houses 
‘surrounded by lawns and flowers. The 
temperature is always pleasant and 
comfortable. The sea tempers the 
summer sunshine with cooling breezes, 
and the mountains are nature’s refrig- 
erators. 


Los Angeles, owing to railroad facili- | 


ties and an advantageous situation, has 
advanced more rapidly than any of the 
other cities of Southern California. The 
population of the city in 1880 was but 
11,000; today itis nearer 60,000. The 
monthly land sales are large, amount- 
ing to $41,993,569 during the six months 
from January to July 1, 1887. For 
June 3470 deeds were recorded, con- 
veying a value of $11,491,062. In San 
Diego the sales are correspondingly 
large. Newtowns around the large 
centers are rapidly springing up. Pasa- 
dena, Pomona and Riverside are places 
already famous. In Santa Barbarathe 
same progress is noted. The place is 
fast increasing its population and land 
has doubled in value in six months. 
Still people are coming in and the 
country is fast being settled.

The Aerial Journey Proposed by a 
Chicago Enthusiast. 
[Chicago Tribune.]

The trip to 
zurope has me so 20mmonplace 
that it is rather more of a distinction 
not to have taken it than to have done 
so. Every capital in Europe knows 
the Cook tourists. They climb all the 
mountains, do“ all the lakes, and 
crowd all the picture galleries. They 
swarm about the pyramids and invade 
the sanctities of Jerusalem. Even 
remote Alaska is the goal of excur- 
sions,“ and is visited 15 people in 
— companies, after the modern 
style. 


The personally- conducted tour- 
ist will be doing Central Africa soon

cursion tickets in ton or London. 
No privacies or antiquities are secure 
from the arranger of tourist routes, 
and affairs are coming to such a pass 
that soon the man who wants to do 
something out of the ordinary in the 
way of travel will find everything pre- 
empted. 

This being the case, Dr. A. De Baus- 
set. of 236 State street, Chicago, who 
offers to conduct a party of two hun- 
dred to the North Pole and return 
next summer, deserves to be hailed as 
a benefactor, and people will doubt- 
less ‘tbook’’ themselves in his party 
without unnecessary delay. The trip 
is to be taken in the projector’s new 
air-ship, and he estimates that it will 
not take more than a month’s time, 
allowing ten days or two weeks for 
scientific observations of Arctic phe- 
nomena. The start is to be made fom 
New York on the first of June, and the 
route includes Philadelphia, 

ashington, Chicago, Omaha, San 
Francisco, Yeddo, Canton, Constanti- 
nople, Rome, Paris, Berlin, Copen- 
— Stockholm and St. Petersburg, 
and from the last city directly, via 
Greenland, to the Arctic regions. 
Only one hour’s stop is planned for 
each of these places, except Paris 
and St. Petersburg, where from twelve 
to twenty-four hours will be allowed 
for taking on scientists and. an addi- 
tional supply of provisions, water, etc. 
Dr. De Bausset’s air-ship is pictured in 
the circular unfolding his programme, 
speeding tranquilly over a great city, 
and so exactly poised that it is evi- 
dently quite superior to interruption 
from storms, winds and similar dis- 


turbances. It is cylindrical in shape, 5 


hollow and pointed at each end, and is 
constructed of steel plates one forty- 
fourth of an inchin thickness. To the 
cylinder is attached a car for passen- 
gers, freight and machinery. The air- 
ship is to be navigated by a vacuum 
instead of by inflation with hydrogen. 
The inventor asserts that a partial 
vacuum, varying from 4 to T of ex- 
haustion, gives ample buoyancy for 
lifting the cylinder and its car. This 
vacuum, and consequently the verti- 
cal movements Cof the plane, are 
regulated by means of air valves, on 
the one hand, by which the vacuum 
may decreased at will, and on the 
other by four powerful pneumatic 
pumps, driven by storage batteries and 
electric motors, by whose agency the 
vacuum may at any time be increased. 
He secures horizontal motion bythe” 
use of eight compound exhausting air- 
screws or propellers, displacing about 
300,000 cubic feet of air per minute and 
supplying air energy sufficient to give 
the air ship a mean velocity of seventy 
miles per hour. These arrangements 
certainly give 1 of a very exhila- 
rating trip. We ought to add that the 
inventor desires funds to aid in the 
completion of the ship, and that sub- 
scribers to the amount of $1000 or over 
will be permitted to join next summer’s.

APALACE WHICH RECALIS THE 


DAYS OF ROME. 


The Most Asthetic and Most Elegant 
Vinishings and Furnishings—A 
Study for the Lovers of the Beauti- 
fal in Household Decoration. 


A kindly “salvo” gr the visitor 
who passes the garden banked with 
blue lobelias of Townsend House, Re- 
ye Park, and disarms the threaten- 

g grin of the brazen knocker, moulded 
from an antique mask. Individuality 


asserts itself in every nook and cranny 


of Townsend House, from the softly- 
colored entrance passage—blocked by 
two bluish doors which open from two 
side rooms to right and left, and refuse 
admittance till the cloaks have been 
‘left in one of them—to the last touch 
in the topmost Dutch bed-room. 
These two renee doors are charm- 
ingly painted with portraits of Mr. and 
. Alma-Tadema, in gold medal- 
lions, and which ever room we elect to 
enter, we find soft conches and strange 
effects. The right-hand room has 
bookshelves and writing-table, the left- 
hand one offers tea and coffee in asnug 
we corner. This room, too, is the 
shrine of Mr. Alma-Tadema’s greatest 
and most pathetic masterpiece, the 
„Death of the Firstborn,“ a picture 
which some pains on the part of the 
author recovered from the greedy 
clutches of the outer world,and replaced 
‘where it is always best seen and most 
thoroughly appreciated—in his owu 
house. It hangs in a strange murk 
— befitting its subject. e cate 
sight of a cottage piano of somewhat 
uaint form, embellished by paintings 
te Mrs. Alma-Tadema, among them a 
few notes of the early music to the 
medieval lady, Summer is a cumin 
in“; and then we pass into a second 
little room, painted in two whites, 
bluish white and cream white, as to 
wainscot, which rises up to about six 
feet from the und. Above it the 
wall is covered with Spanish leather. 
The panels of this pale wainscot are 
painted with pretty subjects, like nar- 
row glimpses of larger pictures. Be- 
yond opens a conservatory, where tail 
lants stand, and a stone tank, after 
e Roman fashion, catches the inter- 
mittent stream of water from a small 
mask almost hidden at one side. A 
hammock of Indian grass suspended 
across the conservatory suggests a 
sleepy book on some hot, idle day. 
As we turned away from this little 
den, palm leaves, hammock, Chinese 
lanterns and all, we pass up the rather 
narrow winding staircase, hung with 
.Morris’s pomegranate paper, flanked 
below with a dado-like covering of dark 
brown batic. Above stairs there is a 
complete contrast to the many-floored 
ground floor; there are no doors at all, 
and this apparent publicity in the 
dwelling-rooms gives the house an 
Oriental character totally unusual. 
Persian and Chinese hangings fall in 
soft folds where the doors ought to be; 
our host meets us at the first curtain, 
our hostess at the second or third, as 
may be. Mr. Tadema has all the 
Dutch fondness for nook and crannies, 
‘little rooms opening into other little 
rooms, with unexpected glimpses of 
further rooms in effective sequence. 
The first room we enter carries us 
bodily back to Holland in the seven- 
teenth century. It might be the parlor 
of some remote ancestor of our host. 
Panels of old oak and rosewood, of cap- 
ital construction, run around the room 
(which is small), and inclose a single 
small convex mirror, about breast-high, 
before which stands a table. It is 
lighted by a window of latticed glass, 
having shutters of dark wood guarde 
by charming metal wood on the right 
hand. The wall above the wainscot is 
inted white, or nearly so, and glides 
to the arched medizval ceiling, also 
white. This whiteness would be disa- 
greeable were it not broken and soft- 
ened by the deep broad shadows of 
niche and shelving surfaces—one or 
two old Dutch portraits of quaint for- 
gotten people. Blue and white — 
and old German glass crowd the shelves 
here, and busts of our host and hostess, 
by Dalou and Amendola, occupy various 
pedestals. The second room, to which 
we pass through an arch of classic con- 
struction, in wood, modeled to a de- 
sign of Mr. Alma-Tadema's in deli- 
cately-eut ridges and cornice, is com- 


“pletely different. „The arch is sur- 


mounted by two openings cut through 
the wall, which form a shelf for more 
china, and pushing aside a Chinese 
curtain of blue and yellow satin, gold- 
embroidered, we find ourselves in a 
room which recalls late Roman luxury. 
The floor is inlaid with a parquetry of 
ebony and maple of elegant design (not 
dangerously giazed), on which lie car- 
_ On one side stands a chair that 
Dante’s Beatrice might have sat in; on 
the other a couch, rich with Oriental 
broideries. The wainscot of this room, 
covered with a Byzantine pattern, 1s 
carried up about five fieet, with a 
shelving cornice, which may support a 
light fan or little pot; above, all is 
> unvarnished gold, leaf by leaf 
aid over the whole wall and ceil- 
ing. Between the two runs a 
line of what seems delicatest 
carven ivory, mounted in ebony, the 
minute replica of the Parthenon frieze. 
This runs all around the room, and is 
‘not stopped by the mantelshelf. Be- 
neath the fireplace is screened by a 
peacock with spread tail. The window 
—for which no glass were quaint 
enough, as it forms the background to 
the delicate colors of the instrument, 
and to the head of the pianist—is 
formed of panes of Mexican alabaster, 
wherein the tender veius of brown con- 
tend with semi-transparent white; and 


the leading of these charming panes 


fantastically describes the initials of 
Mrs. and Mrs. Alma-Tadema, L. A. 
T.“ again and again. 

But even here we are not permitted 
to beseverely Roman. The advantages 
of the nineteenth century are wisely 
admitted. The ego“ is distinctly felt. 
There is no furniture in this sumptuous 
little room, save the spare seats, and 
the grand — of which all the 
world has heard, designed by the 
owner, made by Broad wood, and 
which is as full as everything else in 
his house of his singular and original 
taste. Cedar, ivory and fine brass. 
Solomon himself, had he lived in the 
days of such musical instruments, 
would not have disdained such a gift 
from the Queen of Sheba’s hands. 
The very screw nails which rivet part 
to part, in lieu of the single cut to 
admit the screw-driver, wear a little L. 
T. on their favorite heads. The delicate 
mating and details, and the whole re- 
deemed design, answer the idle cry 


that a pianoforte can never be an 


artistic object, and show that it can, if 
knowledge of art and mechanical con- 
struction are both brought to bear on 
it. The interest of its beauty is height- 
ened by the autographs of celebrated 
pianists, who have inscribed their 
names on the parchment inside the 
lift. g flap, after performance on the 
keys. Running one within another, 
two more rooms have 0 be crossed be- 
fore we reach the painting-room. One 
is mantled in crimson velvet from 
Venice, Persian appliqué work, which 
found its way to Italy during some re- 
mote loot.“ The ceiling is yellow, a 


curious 
stencil surmounts the velvets. Here 
we find u definite fireside, such as mor- 
tals love, and easy chairs and sofas, all 
singular and beautiful, and by no 
means ascetic after the affected fashion 
of the present day among some enthu- 
siasts. A: picture of Mrs. Alma-Tadema, 
by her husband, hangs in one corner. 

Ascending three bright brazen 0 
we reach at last the painting- room. We 
find a oe Pompeian-looking apart- 
ment full of shelves at one end, where- 
in innumerable “draperies” lie rolled 
up. but protuding just enough to be 

tinguished. The woodwork of these 
shelves is painted pale yellow, and on 
this ground various fantastic orna- 
ments have been painted by Mr. Alma- 
Tadema. Here it is a sleeping man, 
there strange white birds with un- 
manageable length of limb strut or 
doze. The wall, decorated after the 
Pompeiian taste, is chiefly dark in tones, 
but panels of yellow and red do not 
destroy the unity. 

The fireplace in the painting-room is 
of a modern round shape, certainly not 
Queen Anne, and still less classical, 
but it looks right there. The ceiling is 
very rich, designed by the same hand 
as all the stencils and ornaments in the 
house. The deep Pompeiian red with 
many-colored arabesques, incloses pan- 
els and medallions of light blue, etc., 
on which the gods and goddesses 
disport—Apollo driving his chariot in 
the midst, amid the golden rays of the 
sun. The easels stand in a row, the 
pictures lighted with gas, each in the 


proper light. 

e must devote a few words to the 
sleeping apartments, where the classic 
and Oriental element yields to the ex- 
clusively Dutch. Quaint effects of 
color answer each other on stairs and 
landings, a small flight of steps here, 
another there. A bath-room painted 
with water-lilies, a gas jet darting 
from a conventional butterfly orna- 
ment, odd little cabinets and curtains 
peeping from new nooks—everything 
comes us a fresh surprise on the eye. 
An old Dutch bedstead, charmingly in- 
laid, with canopy ny ON by Renais- 
safice statuettes in light brown oak, 
and coverlet of rough Indian stuff like 
fur, with initials in the centre, and be- 
side ita Dutch portrait in its black 
frame, present a delightful and homely 
coup d wil. A brazen candlestick han 
out a shocking temptation to read in 
bed; acurious old painted hanging cup- 
board full of necklaces, and a beautiful 
ebony cabinet mounted in silver, com- 
plete the picture of Dutch comfort in 
about 1606. The walls are decorated 
with small yellow pansies, dotted along 
like a floral cornice. The floor is pol- 
ished and brown as with a century of 
bees waxing. 

Complete within and without, the 
exterior has received the due attention 
which every house should do in this 
—— English climate. Painted 

rown below and pale yellow above, it 
forms a pleasant point of color at the 
North Gate. As the door reopens, 
with its vast internal lock in colored 
metals—which spreads the initials 
L. A. T.“ over its entire space of 
wood—and the polished outer-side 
shuts to, with its unpainted veins and 
bronze mask, we feel that it is in 
thorough keeping with the rest of the 
facade. The supporting pillars, and 
cornice decorated with a fine Greek 
frieze-stencil in two shades of olive- 
green, this again sustaining two great 
vases of pale-blue china, are a fine 
mixture of tints for the purpose. And 
the quaint glass doorstep, lighting the 
lower premises, leads us down again to 
the lobelia-colored garden. 


Pranky Beresford. 
[Washington Star.] 

Lord Charles Beresford, who has just 
got into trouble through an act of im- 
pudence at the naval review, is one of 
the family known as the fighting 
Beresfords.“ From boyhood he has 
been contemptuous of discipline and 
regardless of even the ordinary pro- 
prieties of life. It was he who got up 
the practical joke which set all Eng- 
land by the ears in the summer of 1883, 
when the news went abroad that M. 
Waddington, Admiral Keppel and 
other distinguished guests of a peer- 
ess at her county seat in Cowes 
had quarreled at table and in- 
dulged in a free fight. Even royalty 
became alarmed, lest the insults put 
upon M. Waddington should lead 
to a breach of relations with 
France; until it leaked out that M. 
Waddington was not present at all, but 
was represented by an actor ‘‘made 
up”’ to counterfeit his appearance ex- 
actly, and imported for the occasion 
by Lord Charles. It was a simi- 
lar love of pranking that induced 
Beresford, when a midshipman, to 
show his dislike of America in a prac- 
tical but somewhevt perilous way. He 
was attached to the Pacific squadron 
his vessel lying at Honolulu. Our civi 
war was at its height, and he, like 
many other titled Englishmen, was in 
warm sympathy with the Confederate 
cause. One night he asked leave to go 
ashore, and, procuring a saw, awaited 
his opportunity to climb up and cut 
away the patriotic emblems which 
overhung the door of the United States 
consulate. It was not difficult to trace 
the thing to him, and his admiral pun- 
ished him by making him mount a 
ladder in bread daylight, in the pres- 
ence of the assembled populace and 
the officers of the fleet, and fasten the 
emblems: in place: gain with his own 
hands. As Beresford belongs to what 
is known as the Prince of Wales’s set, 
it is not likely that he will be permitted 
to suffer long for his recent in- 
discretion.

It feeds 
in proportion as it works, as truly as it 
works in proportion as it feeds. is 
canon of organic life is the foundation of 
those estimates which 3 form 
when they compute the value of food 
in measures of weight-lifting power. 
It is, however, necessary to recognize 
that, although these propositions zre 
true in the abstract, they need the in- 
troduction of a new integer or com- 
bining power before any sum of results 
can be worked out. ) 

We know that food is practically just 
as truly outside the body after it has 
been eaten, digested, and even taken 


into the blood current, as it is when it 


lies on the table. Nutrition is a tissue 
function, and its performance depends 
on the appetite and feeding power— 
which is something different from the 
organic need—of the tissue with which 
the nutrient fluid is brought into con- 
tact. Again, any particular part of the 
organism may be so exhausted 1 work 
that it has not power enough left to 
feed. It is a matter of the highest 
ractical moment that this fact should 
recognized. There is undoubtedly a 
point at which work ceases to be 
strengthening and becomes exhausting 
—self-exhausting and self-destructive 
so far as the particular issue in activity 
is concerned. : 

Work may be carried too far, in fact 
to such a ome that not only the last 
reserve of power for action, but the ul- 
timate unit, so to say, of the force of 
nutrition, which is, as we now believe, 
identical with the force of general activ- 
ity, may be expended in work and the 
organism left so utterly powerless that 
its exhausted tissues can no longer ap- 
Lo gga the food supplied or placed 
within their normal reach. We have 
said that it is necessary this should be 
understood. It has aspecial bearing 
on the question of brainwork in child- 
hood and adolescence. 

Just as the extreme weakness and 
faintness of the body as a whole pro- 
dudcés restlessness and loss of control, 
so extreme exhaustion of the brain 
lag ig mental agitation and loss of 

ealthy self-consciousness. This is how 
and why the ‘‘overworked”’ become de- 
ranged. One of the earliest indica- 
tions, or symptoms, of brain exhaus- 
tion is commonly irritability; then 
comes sleeplessness of the sort which 
seems to consist in inability to cease 
thinking either of a partieular subject 
or things in general; next, the mental 
unrestful or uncontrollable thought 
gets the better of the will, even during 
the ordinary hours of wakefullness and 
activity, which is a step further toward 
the verge of insanity than the mere per- 
sistence of thought at the hour of sleep 
—this way lies madness; and, finally, 
the thinking faculty, or, as we say, the 
imagination, gets the better of the will 
and asserts supremacy for its phan- 
toms, those of sight or of bear- 
ing being the most turbulent 
and dominant which happen to be most 
commonly used in intellectual work, 
and therefore most developed by the in- 
dividual cerebrum—this is madness. 
Such is the story of overwork of the 
brain or mind; and it is easy to see 
that at any stage of the progress .from 
bad to worse the will may be everpow- 
ered, and the judgement perverted, in 
such manner as to impel the victim of 
this mind trouble to seek refuge in 
death, or to so disorder the conscious- 
ness that he supposes himself to be act- 
ing in obedience to some just and 
worthy behest when he commits an act 
of self-destruction or does something in 
the doing of which he accidentally 
dies. Such, in the main, is the story of 
suicide from overwork. 

What, then, can be the excuse plead- 
able by those who heap on the brains 
of the 7 or adolescent such bur- 
dens of mind, labor and worry as ex- 
haust their very faculties of self-help, 
and leave them a prey to the vagaries 
of a starved brain? We pity the suffer- 
ing of those shipwrecked sailors, who, 
after exposure in an open boat, per- 
haps without food, for hours or days, 
go mad, and, raving of feast and 
pleasures the antitheses of their actual 
experience, fall on each other or throw 
themselves overboard. 
pity for brains dying of lack of food be- 
cause we have compelled them to ex- 
pend their very last unit of force in 
work, and now they are distraught in 
the act of dying? 

It may be a sublime ideal, that of a 
highly educated people; but if it should 
happen that the realizatnon of this 
beautiful dream of our philosophic re- 
formers can only be achieved by the 
slaughter of the weak, it will scarcely 
console the national conscience to re- 
flect that, after all, the survival of 
the fittest’”’ is the law of Nature.

A KEVIEW OF OAPT. SYMMES'S 


STRANGE THEORY. 


The Earth a Collection of Concentric 
Spheres, with an Opening from 
Pole to Pole—A Pleasant Land 
Within, Replete with Life. 


Though at one time they attained 
t notoriety, and were uent sub- 

of comment and discussion by the 
press and public of the entire country, 

Symmes and his Theory“ were not 
prominently before the people but for 
u comparatively short time, when they 
1 began to be lost sight of, and 
or a number of years past have been 
entirely forgotten but a very few. 
A short account of this bold and sin- 
gular theory and its originator may 
prove interesting. 

Captain John Cleves Symmes was 
born in Sussex County, New Jersey, 
November 5, 1870. His father, Tim- 
othy Symmes, was a soldier during the 
war for American Independence, and 
at its conclusion was for a number of 
— an attorney and judge iu New 

ersey. His (John Cleves’s) uncle, for 
whom he was named, was the leading 
patentee of the Miami lands, a large 
and fertile tract in southwestern Ohio, 
which now includes within its bound- 
aries Cincinnati, Dayton, and a num- 
ber of smaller cities. 

Young Symmes received a good 
elementary education, and, besides hav- 
ing a great taste for — which 
was indulged as far as possible, was a 
careful student of mathematics and 
the natural sciences. In 1802, at the 
age of 22,he entered the American 
army and was promoted from rank to 
rank till, at the outbreak of the war of 
1812, he had reached that of captain. 
In that pon gga! he served through the 
second war with Great Britain, being 
several times wounded, though not 
severely, and frequently receiving hon- 
orable mention for bravery from his 
superior officers. |

In regard to his theory of concentric 
spheres, which he sincerely believed to 
be the atest 4 of the age, 
he says in one of the books he issued: 
The earth, as well as all Celestial or- 
bicular bodies existing in the universe, 
visible and invisible, which partake in 
any degree of a planetary nature, from 
the greatest to the smallest, from the 
sun down to the most minute blazing 
meteor or falling star, are all consti- 
tuted, in a greater or less degree, of a

concentric with each other, and more 

or less open at the poles; each sphere 

being separated from its age 

2 ers by space replete with aeria 
uids. 

To inform the people of his discover- 
Symmes prepared 
and issued the following circular, cop- 
ies of which were sent to almost every 
town and village, institution of learn- 
ing, and nearly every distinguished 
man in the United States, while quite 
a number of the scientific societies of 
Europe were recipients of them:

id it before the Academy of Science. 
who decided that it was not worthy of 
consideration, and the scientific maga- 
zines of Europe treated it as a hoax. 

on the circular everywhere met 
with ridicule and contempt, Symmes 


Was not discouraged or abashed. No. 


1 was followed in rapid succession by 
other circulars, which were accom- 
* by numerous newspaper articles, 
n which the theory was more fully ex- 
plained and defended. Books were 
published by Symmes, and many in- 
— reasons stated in support of his 
views. 

In the matter of open poles, Symmes 
frequently averred that it would be 
N or an ignorant person to sail 

to the center of the earth without 
being aware of the fact. The diameter 
of the orifice at the poles, from edge to 
edge (or — 2 to verge, as he expressed 
it), he calculated to be about 2000 miles, 
and the course would be so gradual 
from the line on the outside of the 


earth to the line on the inside, where 


respectively the’ verge“ began and 
ended, that one could proceed into the 
interior of the world with ut the fact 
he was passing over the “‘edge”’ being 
noticeablee. Like the exterior, Sym- 
mes thought the interior of the earth 
was lighted and warmed by the sun, 
whose rays, 1 at the Polar 
openings, were so reflected and re- re- 
flected from the inner sides of the 
earth as to thoroughly illuminate the 
vast hollow. 

He sincerely believed that a rich and 
beautiful and inhabited country ex- 
isted within the earth, where vegeta- 
tion grew with a tropical luxuriance 

the was warm and pleas- 
With much care and research, 


hundreds of facts tending to support 
his theory were gathered from many 
sources by the energetic and untiri 
captain, and published to the world. 
Some few of them are given in the fol- 
ore oe extract from one of his 
ublications: 

. e refer those who seek for truth to 
Rees’s Cyclopedia, and any other books 
wherein the quadrupeds, fish and 
phenomena of high latitudes are 
treated of. There it is shown that 
most, or all, of the migrating fishes re- 
tire annually beyond the icy circle dur- 
ing the winter, and return increased in 
fat and numbers in the spring. It is 
stated that reindeer pass annually near 
Hudson’s Bay in columns of eight or 
ten thousand, from north to south in 
the months of March and April, and 
return north in October... 

I propose to follow the route taken 
by the reindeer, northward, in Siberia, 
where 33 every autumn from 
the river Lena (as Prof. Adams, of St. 
Petersburg, states), because it is prob- 
able these deer choose the best season 
and nearest route to fertile and habit- 
able lands, and because we can there 
obtain domestic reindeer and guides as 
assistants. I pro to return either 
in the course of thirty or forty days, or 
when the deer return in the spring. It 
is presumable that man can live where 
deer thrive. 

LJ contend that the space within the 
circumfergnce of the Arctic icy circles 
if not hollow or greatly concave, could 
scarcely afford space or surface to main- 


known to come from thence annually 
in the spring, even if, without resort- 
ing to feeding upon each other, this 
food was inexhaustible and the whole 
circle water. But floating trees being 
often found far north of where we see 
any grow is an impressive circum- 
stance to show it cannot be all water, 
and the fact that these trees are gener- 
ally such as abound in the tropics, to- 
gether with several unknown species, 
shows that moss or other vegetables 
abound there, and, consequently, land. 
Pinkerton states that the Dutch, who, 
at different times, were detained by the 
ice in high latitudes, could find but few 
fish to eat in the season of winter, 
which proves that migrating fish do 
not winter amongst or on this side the 
ce. 

I recommend the perusal of Mavoi’s 
and Pinkerton’s Voyages, Pennant and 
Goldsmith on Animated Nature, and 
Herne’s and Mackenzie’s Travels, 
wherein many tests of my position ex- 
ist. Pinkerton shows that beyond lati- 
tude 75° north winds are often warm 
in winter; that in midwinter there falls 
for several weeks almost continued 
rain, and that vegetables and game are 
more abundant at 80° than at 76°. 

When my chain of reasoning, drawn 
from the nature of matter, first led me 
to the conclusion of hollow spheres and 
open poles, I merely intended broach- 
ing it as a question. But when I found 
the planets of the heavens and the 
phenomena and natural history of the 
polar ons afforded proofs incon- 
testable, I then declared the fact with- 
out reserve, and have been considered 
a madman for my pains.

ment of my theory, the more it has been 
decried the mere I shall feel honored 
in the event.

His circulars, pamphlets and news- 
ow and articles aroused considerable 
nterest concerning their author, and 


in 1820 Capt. Symmes began a course 
of lectures at Cincinnati. Subsequently 
they were delivered in nearly every 
town and Meme in the West. In 
1825 he arranged fur a tour through the 
East, and lectured at Pittsburgh, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, New York, Boston, 
Portland, Me., and at anumber of the 
towns in Canada. 

Curiosity and the novelty of Symmes’s 
subject were sufficient generally to give 
him good, large audiences, but he 
made but few converts to his views, 
and none of them sufficient 
wealth or influence to aid him fit out an 
expedition to explore the polar regions 
and thus prove the truth or error of 
his theory. He several times petitioned 
Congress and the Legislature of Ohio 
to aid him, but no action was ever 
taken by those bodies on his communi- 
cations. 

Symmes's eastern tour, which occu- 
pied a number of months, so exhausted 
and fatigued the man that his health 
gave way, and he set out on his jour- 
ney homeward. He was forced to rest 
at several points on the returning route, 
and finally reached home in a weak 
and sinking condition. He never fully 
recovered his health, and died at his 
farm near Hamilton, O., on May 29, 
1829. He was laid to rest in the old 
burying ground at Hamilton, being in- 
terred with military honors. | 

The town grew, and in course of 
time completely surrounded the ceme- 
tery. It was then abandoned for bury- 
ing purposes, the remains of all who 
had n interred there were removed 
and the place converted into a pleasant 
park. The body of Capt. Symmes was 
the only one allowed to remain in the 
enclosure. 

His grave is under the spreading 
branches of a huge oak, near the center 
of the 2 Its location is marked by 
a solid, substantial and plain monu- 
ment of freestone, surmounted with a 
hollow stone globe, open at the poles. 
The monument has inscriptions on 
three sides. That upon the north side 
reads: Captain John Cleves Symmes 
was a Philosopher, and the Originator 
of ‘Symmes’s Theory of Concentric 
Sheres and Polar Voids.’”’ 


„Captain John Cleves Symmes entered 
the army of the United States as 
ensign in the year 1802. He afterward 
arose to the rank of captain, and per- 
formed daring feats of bravery in the 
battles of Lundy’s Lane and sortie 
from Fort Erie.“ 

The west side bears the following: 
„Captain John C. Symmes, a native of 
New Jersey, died in May, 1829, aged 
49 years and 6 months.“ 

he monument was erected by Capt. 
Symmes’s son, Americus Symmes, 
whose belief is implicit in the truth of 
his parent’s theory. He has delivered 
a number of lectures on the subject, 
and is still living near Cincinnati. 

Though his theory seems so absurd 

and ridiculous, there can be no doubt 
that Capt. Symmes conscientiously be- 
lieved in its truth and would not have 
hesitated to head a party of exploration 
to test it, if the ways and means had 
been provided. 
One cannot but admire the man, 
who, though afflicted by poverty and 
care, and disappointments innumer- 
able, his thee 5 derided and 
scoffed at by all, did not become an 


or discouraged, but replied good-hu- 


moredly to those who differed from 
him, endeavoring to convince them by 
argument and statements of facts go- 
ing to support his ideas, that his views 
were correct. ' 

Through many years he unwaver- 
ingly clung to them, and at last died in 
the belief that but a few years must 
elapse before their verity would be 
established and his name would be- 
come famous and imperishable while 
the world lasted.

have likewise corresponded with the

omes throughout the country, from 
whom we have not only received very 
elaborate replies, but three have for- 
warded photographic views of the 
ooo and grounds composing these 
homes.

A summary of the correspondence re- 
ceived, shows that the acreage attached 

the different homes, is as follows: 
ogus, Maine, 1100; Leavenworth, 
Kansas, 640; Dayton, Ohio, 630; Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin, 400; Hampton, 
Virginia, 196. 


The homes at Togus, Maine, and

An Interesting Description of an In- 
stitution Where These Houris Are 
Trained for Their Work—A Trade 
in Beautiful Slaves.

The Nautchnees’establishment was a 
curious building surrounded by a high 
wall. We entered — 42 a gate, and 
were at once conducted by a couple of 
old women across a paved courtyard 
planted all around with the mongree, 
oleander and tall red and white rose 
trees. Passing this we were intro- 
duced into a great bare hall, with low 
seats ranging around the walls, cur- 
tained all along the farther end of the 
room, into which inner chambers 
seemed to open. Here we took our 
places. One of the old women staid by 
us, while the other went off to an- 
nounce our visit to the head lady of the 
establishment. 

The t slave markets, which we 
have all read so much about, where ten- 
der young girls are bought and sold as 

they were cattle, no longer exist in 
Sritish India, but the amount of traffic 
of the kind that is still carried on is 
incredible, 1 the fact is vigor- 
ously denied by both the buyer and 
seller. In many cases these Nautchnees 
are not bought, but hired for a term of 
— the money paid not to the girls 
hemselves, but to parents or friends. 
In the course of time the parents die or 
move r the girl, after having 
given her best days to her 8 
finds herself without money, friends or 
social ties, and is glad enough to spend 
the remainder of her life in instructing 
the younger members of the establish- 


ment of which, with the fidelity so natu- 


ral to Oriental women, she considers 
herself a member, and, therefore, 
bound for life, to promote its interests. 

After a few minutes Saidah Bebee 
came in to greet the Lady Kesinch. 
She salaamed most deferentially to us 
and took her place on the floor. She 
was a woman of about 50 1 and a 
native of Afghanistan, tall and finely- 
formed. She spoke of difficulty in se- 
curing respectable young girls to fill the 
places of those who ran away, were 
sold to certain rich admirers for wives 
or concubines, or died. It would ap- 
pear that the lowest, or Cusban class, 
was fast diminishing. On my ques- 
tioning the old lady about the average 


1 fe of the Nautchnees she could give 


e no clear estimate, but intimated 


very decidedly that they generally died 


young. 

At my special request we were shown 
into the exercising-room, and almost 
over the entire establishment. There 
were over 100 girls, of all and 
shades of complexion, from dark brown 
to a pale, delicate olive, going through 


their exercise at the time. The hall 
was composed of bamboo trellis work, 


and was light, spacious and airy 
enough. From the roof hung all sorts 
of gymnastic apparatus, rude but cu- 
rious—ropes to which the girls clung 
as they whirled around on tiptoe; 
wheels on which they were made to 
walk in order to learn a peculiar dance 
called chakranee“ (from chak, a 
wheel); slipknots into which they fasten 
one arm or one leg, thus holding it mo- 
tionless while they exercised the other: 
cups, revolving balls, which — sprang 
up to catch, and heaps of fragile cords, 
with which they spin round and round, 
and if any one of these snap under too 
great a pressure they are punished, 
ough never severely. 

Altogether, it was a strange sight. 
Most of the girls from 10 to 14 had 
nothing on but a short, tight pair of 
drawers; the older ones had tight, 
short-sleeved bodices in addition to the 
drawers, and those under 10 were 
naked. They were all good looking; a 
few here and there were beautiful. 
The delecate and refined outlines of 
their features, the soft tint of their 
rich complexions, the dreamy expres- 
sion of their large, dark, quiet eyes, 
added to great 1 1 of form, made 
them strangely fascinating. 

The teachers were all middle-aged 
women, some of whom looked prema- 
turely old. 

The dormitories in the establishment 
were bare rooms; the girls all slept on 
mats or cushions on the floor. Ea 
had a lota, or drinking-cup, a little 
mirror and a native box in which to 
keep her clothes. The more finished 
and accomplished Nautchnees had 
rooms to themselves. I went into one 
of these. It was matted and very 
simply furnished. A tier of boxes in 
which her jewels and robes were kept, 
A cot, a few brass lotas, fans, cojas, or 
water holders, with some tiny-looking 
glasses ranged along the wall—and 
this was all. | 

I inquired for the beautiful N autch- 
nee who hadinterested me. Her name 
was Khangee; she was a Soodahnee by 
birth. The Soodahs are a military race 
or tribe inhabiting parts of the prov- 
ince of Cutch; they find their chief 
wealth in the beauty of their daughters, 
and for one of the Soodahnees a rich 
Mohammedan will pay from $1000 to 
$10,000. Rajahs, wealthy Mohamme- 
dan merchants, and proprietors of 
dancing girls often dispatch their em- 
Cutch, Kabool, Cashmere 
and Rajpootana in search of beautiful 
women. The fame of the Cashmerian 
and Soodah women has spread far and 
wide, and often some beautiful crea- 
ture is picked up out of the hovels of 
Thur, Booly or Cashmers and trans- 

rted to the go us pom» of a royal 

arem. The Ra — ntermarry with 
the Soodah and Cashmere women, and 
being naturally a handsome race, they 
have preserved by this means that phys- 
ical 1 of which they are so justly 
roud. 

Very little was known of Khangee’s 
history beyond the fact that she was a 
Soodahnee by birth. She was bought 
at an early age from her parents, who 
were poor and occupied a hovel in the 
village of Thur in Cutch, and sold to 
this establishment when in her seventh 


-year, and was almost as ignorant of her 


arentage as a newly born babe. At 
e time of our visit she had been hired 
with a party of Nautchnees to assist 
in the marriage celebration which was 
to take place at the house ofa rich 
Bunyan, or Hindoo, grain merchant.’ 
These Nautchnees often marry well 
and become chaste wives and mothers 
of large families. The four requisites 
for a Nautchnee are bright eyes, fine 
teeth, long hair, and a perfect sym- 
metry of form and feature. A small 
black mole between the eyebrows or on

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REV. WELLER'S LECTURE ON 
MUSICIANS. 


‘Interesting Reviews of the Lives and 
Characteristics of the: World's 
Leading Composers—Dr. Ostrand- 

er's Third Spectacular Exhibition. 


The following additional report of 
Jhautauqua exercises will be found of 
nterest: 3 

HAYDN. 


Rer. Dr. Weller’s Instructive Lec- 


ture. 
As the name Haydn differs from the 
name Handel, so the tone of our second 
character differs from that of the first 
one. The gentler nature is already 
imagined in the gentlername. Handel 
was grander, Haydn was gentler. 
Handel entranced the intellect, Haydn 
charmed the heart. The two lives 
were two musical notes, of which the 
first was a staccato, and the second a 
legato. The one is the scream of the 
eagle, the other is the measured song 
of the softer, sweeter voiced nightin- 
e. Handel showed more thought. 
aydn more heart. Handel created 
and was crowned in the Oratorio, Haydn 
created and. —— crowned the 
Symphony. Handel’s imagination was 
stron er. Haydn’s was steadier. 
“With his whole heart he sung songs 
and loved him that made him.” 
Eccl’s. xlvii, 8. The two statements 
are truer of Haydn than of Handel. 
Haydn did sing songs with his whole 
heart, and more than Handel he did 
“love Him that made him.“ It is the 
old story to say that he fought his way 
to the front from the very rear. That 
he climbed to the top from the very bot- 
tom. This story is the old one of the mis- 
takes that come of getting into the 
wrong-profession. Nature made him a 
musician, and had written the label so 
distinctly that it could not be misread. 
His friends designed him for the priest- 
hood, but he never entertained the 
thought for a moment. He never ex- 


_ plained why, but dropped the question 


with the single remark: I can never 
be a priest.“ He had no inclination 
that way. He had positive musical in- 
clinations, but no drawings toward the 


_ priestly office. We can only conjecture 


the grounds of his disinclination. I 
think, from his after history, that the 
traditional routine of the priesthood 
was too narrow a part for his great free 
soul to travel in. Original minds in 
the old church, either made trouble, or 
chafed like lions in their cages. Every 
strong aggressive church must have 
ts fundamentals well defined; but it 
nistakes and loses when it clips the 
wings and fetters the thought of its 
nost vigorous and most original sons. 
daydn had a profound constitutional 
‘epugnance to whatever limited and 
enslaved his powers. He was offered 
at one time membership in a chief 
musical association of the land, on 
condition that he furnish annually an 
original composition for the society. 
He declined, on the grounds that it 
made merchandise of fine art; that it 
took away his freedom, a vital element 
in the realm of work and worship in 
which he lived. 

During the greater part of his life 
Haydn devoted from fifteen to eighteen 
hours out of each twenty-four to his 
13 Much of his life was spent 
n court circles and among devotees of 
fashion and pleasure, and the fascina- 


tion of society never availed to lure 


him from a pursuit, which, as in 
Handel was a passion in the soul. 
While the crowd were playing he was 
working, and so far from wearing him- 
self out, he outlived them all. It isn’t 
work but dissipation that shortens lives. 
I wish that the young man who seeks 
victory of years and large results could 
remember that the path to the crown 
of success does not, as a rule, run by 
the way of the cigar, or the cup, or the 
playhouse. Our great musician was 
egg in two 9 at least, by his life- 
ong industry. He really lengthened 
his ey by it, and by means of it 
finished the work of his Iife. Haydn“ 
says one of his biographers is illus- 
trious in the history of art as a com- 
plete artistic life, which worked out 
all of its contents as did the great 
Goethe.“ Still another says of him. 
His life was a rounded whole. There 
was no broken = ry about it; it orbed 
slowly, with a mild, unclouded luster, 
to a perfect star. Time was gentle 
with him,.and death was kind, for both 
waited upon his genius until all was 
won. He came into port over a calm 
sea and a prosperous voyage. The 
laurel wreath was woven about silver 
locks; the gathered-in harvest was 
ripe and golden.“ His was a sym- 
metrical character. You can say of 
aim what you can’t say of Handel, 
that his was a beautiful character. 
Our hurried times are leaving the 
world too many unfinished lives. Few 
come the to end in a full age, like a 
shock of corn cometh in his season.”’ 
He worked to a high ideal. His ideal 
had in it the graces of a Christian, the 
culture of the artist and the love of 
the unselfish 1 He sang 
and wrote and played his music, not as 
a task, but as a delight. Some one 
has said of Haydn that his art was 
ever his religion.”’ Religion is a queen, 
and she ought to reign wherever her 
children serve. 

If Christianity be what it claims to 
be, we ought to expect it to furnish the 
purest and highest ideals in thought; 
and so it does. The work of Haydn is 
a Christian conception, and the 
character of Haydn is a Christian 


character. We are coming intothought’s 


best family. We are coming into a 
land in which the best and purest and 
grandest things grow. Haydn wasa 


sunbeam in the joy of his years. He| or 


was on the lookout. for the flower- 
garden and rippling streams in the 
world of happiness. And yet this 
same Haydn was not only accustomed 
to daily prayer, but carried all his work 
to the throne, and believed that it was 
ven form and inspirations directly 
rom the spirit of God himself. Like 
Handel, his great compositions were 
penned when through prayer of divine 
communion; his whole mental and 
Spiritual nature was lifted up into a 
transfigura- 
tion. I daily pray to God,“ he says, 
for without His assistance I am but 
u poor creature.’’ He did not hasten 
o commit to record his conceptions 
while they were yet only dreams. His 
sentiment must have the ring of reality 
about it before it could become, in the 
t composer’s idea, an actual force

larger world, and where no border-line 
exists that may limit or destroy the 
soul’s home or the soul’s heaven. 

Another feature in Haydn’s life and 
composition is that he lived in the cur- 
rent life and thought of his = He 
kept near the le—never broke with 
them—and so held the ear and heart of 
his age. Someone points to one of 
Haydn’s compositions and remarks: 
‘** Surely in that all the nightingales of 
life are deliciously warbling.“ relig- 
ion was not a spasm, but a garment he 
wore every day. Haydn, even more 
than Handel, made an era in the 
history of music. The symphony and 
the quartette are the creatures of h 
brain. The symphony is the popular 
music of today in all German States. 
If I were to undertake to describe it in 
a single sentence, I would say it is ‘‘a 
harmony of contrasts.“ The harmon 
is very fine, and the contrasts furnis 
a variety which is the charm of the 
music. The harmony in which Haydn 
was a master had a softness and sweet- 
ness about it that pleased and charmed. 
His was the music of the heart. There 
is a sort of minor-key vein in it that 
runs through it all. When we think of 
Handel we think of the sublime in 
thought and song. When we think 
of aydn we recall music in its 
sweeter, tenderer strains, and think 
sentiments that enter the head by the 
doorway of the heart. His music, ina 
word, is a speaking music. In the ex- 
pression of the symphony it has be- 
come many-tongued. This creation of 
Haydn’s had a far-reaching influence 
on all lines of music. As his idea grew 
in body and completeness to the end of 
his days, so it has continued until in- 
strumental music is oue of the wonders 
of the time. The study of Hadyn re- 
calls an experience which shows to 
what a tree has grown that form of 
music whose germ he planted and to 
whose development he gave the most 
of his years. 

Today you find the symphony con- 
certs the popular ones in all the cities 
of the great German Empire. My at- 
tention was called to this fact, and it 
was my privilege to verify it in a very 
full and happy tour of the cities of the 
fatherland. The same is true of 
Austria and some of the smaller States. 
Thus our master planted a tree more 
than a hundred years ago that has 
grown to overshadowing proportions, 
and carries in these later years a 
foliage and a blossom aud a fragrance 
that is refining and civilizing, and so 
uplifting to the masses of one of the 
greatest and most cultured and most 
prosperous of people in the family of 


nations. 

Dr. Ostrander's Third Exhibit ion. 

On Wednesday evening the third of 
these instructive lectures was given. 
The high appreciation these lectures 
have attained was shown by the crowd- 
ed house and the enthusiasm by which 
they have been received. The Doctor 
came before the people in a rich Syrian

Jesus said: Salute no man by the 
way, because it required ten or fifteen 
minutes to go through with the bowing, 
embracing and scraping. It was done 
to show how polite they were. God’s 
business requires haste. 

„Woe unto you scribes!““ Here he 
exhibited inkstand, pen and candle- 
stick. The woe was not because they 
were scribes, but because they copied 
the scriptures, and yet were not pure, 
and did the wrong instead of the right. 
Unless we profit by what we hear, woe 
unto you! 

„Ie will not quench the smokin 
flax’? in the lamp. This was made o 
flax,“ and represented our expiring 
spiritual life. He would add the oil of 
grace. The church is represented as 
the candles, the ministers as stars. 
Outside of the church you lose your 
force as Christians, and put your light 
under a bushel. He represented the 
wine-press, how they trod out the wine 
with their feet, how friends came to 
help. But Christ trod the winepress 
alone. None wanted to accept part of 
the price he was to pay. He sweat 
great drops of blood.’ 

Notwithstanding so many efforts are 
— made to prove that the Bible 
speaks only of fermented wine, it is a 
mistake. God has never made any 
alcohol in the world. In that time it 
was preserved unfermented in jellies, 
and then dissolved. I don't care what 
any one says. To say that the Jews 
knew nothing of unfermented wine is 
a mistake. The thirteen words trans- 
lated wine, from the Hebrew and 
Greek, mean wine, figs, viue, liquids,

Russia's Four Millions of Soldiers. 
London Times.] 

The official report on the Russian 

army, lately published, contains the 

following particulars: On the Ist of 


First Day’s Sales, $64,266. 


January, 1886, there were 824,765 men, 
including 8000 volunteers, in the active 
army. 

The reserve amounted to 1,600,815 in 
addition, thus making a total of 2,425,- 
577 soldiers whom Russia could bring 
into the field at need. In Germany the 
maximum of the regular army and the 
Landwehr combined is computed at 
1,800,000 men. Moreover Russia has at 
its disposal 2,160,000 militia liable to 
be called upon in time of war to re- 
cruit the ranks of the regular army. 

The number of young men annually 
liable to the conscription is 850,000, of 
whom about one-half are exempted by 
lot. If the term of service were re- 
duced from five to three years, the | 
State would ina short time able to 
have 4,000,000 regular troops without 
having recourse to the militia reserves. 
The Russian journals refer with jubila- 
tion to these practically inexhaustible 
— as compared with other coun- 

ries. 

At present there is no such thing as 
a force of irregulars, but is pointed out 
that nuclei for troops of that descri 
tion exist in ample measure among the 
tribes of Central Asia, of the Caucasus 
ana of the Transcaspian provinces.
